Mr. W. H. Vanderbut makes it an in- 
variable custom to take a careful inven- 
tory of his immense property, i His 
strong boxes are then opened, their con- 
tents counted, and from the total the 
profit for tho year is reckoned. In Jan- 
uary, 1883, ho told an intimate friend, 
who had dined with him that day, that 
ho was worth $194,000,000. 
: ' 
, 
"I believe I am," said Mr. Vander- 
bilt. "the richest man in the world. In 
Borland the Duke of Westminster is 
said to be worth $200,000,000, but it is 
mostly ;n lands and houses. . It does 
not yield him two per cent. A year, 
from now I shall be worth more than 
$200,000,000, and will have an income 
equal to six per cent, on that amount." 


When his talking fit had left him the 


modern Midas repented his hasty speech 
and asked that it oo riot repeated, claim- 
ing his words were but boastful and bis 
wealth exaggerated. 


A few days ago Mr. Vanderbflt sent 


some papers to a gentleman with whom 
he hf.u business relations. On looking 
them ovor the recipient was astonished 
to find the rough draft of a memoran- 
dum in tho czar's peculiar handwriting. 
It was dated January 15, 1884, and was 
evidently his Just balance sheet which 
by oversight had been folded inside an- 
other paper'. Of course the secret could 
not be kept, and the tigtires reached tho 
Journal. 
An.: error or two may havo 


crept iu on their travels, but in sub- 
stance they toll the following: 


Mr. Vandcrbilt has registered in his 


name, and 'in coupon botids. $54,000,- 
000 in four per cents., maturing in 1907. 
He has lately added to these $4,000.000 
in three and one-half per cents., and yet 
retains a trifle -over $1,000,000 in six 
per cents. The four per cents are worth 
124, aud tho market valne of his Gov- 
ernments to-day is $70,580,000. 


But the bulk of the wealth of the 


king of millionaires is invested in rail- 
road securities. 
He holds 240,000 


shares of Michigan Central 
stock, 


300,000 shares of Northwestern, includ- 
ing 80,000 of the preferred stock, and 
a block of Omaha, 200,000 shares of 
Lake Shore and 120,000 shares of New 
York Central. Besides these arc smaller 
amounts in u, score of other stocks, 
among which are 
Rock Island, of 


which lio had 29,000 shares, and Lack- 
awanna, where the total was 20,000. 
Of the others he had in all 21,840, a 
grand total of 930,840 shares of stocks. 


Oi various railroad bonds there was 


an aggregate of $22,120,000, and of 
State and city bonds $3,200,000. 
In 


miscellaneous securities, manufacturing 
stocks and mortgages the sum of about 
$2,000,000 was shown to bo invested. 


Reckoning at yesterday's prices the

stocks is $98,750,000, of his Govern- 
ments $70,680,000, of his

The czar puts down an item of "real 


estate, etc., $3,000,000." In this is in- 
cluded his splendid Fifth avenue man- 
sion, which, with its furniture and con- 
tents, cost nearly or quite $3,000,000. 
His magnificent art gallery, with its 
gems from the best modern masters, 
represents 
almost 
$1,000.000,

estimate being that of a local connois- 
seur who is familiar with the gallery. 
His stables on Fifty-first street, occupv- 
ing one of the most desirable building 
situs in the city, represent $200,000, 
while tho cquine'beauties there luxuri- 
ously lodged would not bo disposed of 
Tor as much more. Maud S. would 
bring 375,000 at a forced sale, and her 
owner would not dispose of her for any 
jrice. Early Rose and Aldino aro also 
ucld above price. 


The oznr can take life comparatively 


easy on an income of twelve millions a 
year, and watch his wealth pile up without 
my effort of his.

'took. Last week a firm of his brokers, 
Vlessrs. Barton, Davis & Miner, were 
argc buyers of Kock Island, taking in 
one day 9,830 shares. Since then it lias 
not been possible to dispose of anyquan- 
ity of this except at considerable con- 
cessions. 
In his Michigan Central cor- 


ner he altered also the figure of this 
tock. The change is merely an increase 
>f his holdings of railroad securities at 
he expense of his loans and surplus in- 
come, for the czar does not k«ep a 
arge bank account.

She 
very seldom left her secluded place and 
worked the farm herself.

\inusual to see her plowing, and as she 
drew all her money from bank years

money, subsisting 
wholly from corn- 


bread aud bacon, the product of hey 
farm. 
In the neighborhood she was 


regarded as a witch, and it was certain 
that she had concealed about the place 
all the money which had come to her from 
her parents along with tlie farm. The 
precise amount of this money can not 
now be ascertained, us the murderer, 
v>ho, it is suspected, was Murphy, ran- 
sacked the building from top to bottom, 
breaking opeu burcas, trunks and other 
receptacles in search of the valuables. 


TDK MAN SH'i MARRIED. 


Murphy, tbe missing husband, was a 


remarkably good-natured man, as all re- 
member, and this fact leads many to 
doubt his guilt. While teaching school he 
proved to be thoroughly educated, but 
was undoubtedly remarkably la/.y. When 
he learned of Miss Bush's wealth he com- 
menced to pay her attentions and fur- 
nished the neighbors quite a sensation by 
marrying the old lady, despite her sixty 
years. 
Not long after the marriage 


Murphy resigned his position as school- 
teacher aud commenced to lead a life of 
idleness. This enraged the hardworking 
woman, who insisted that he should work 
beside her in the Held. He declined and 
after several weeks' squabbling, during 
vt hich Murphy discovered that, he could not 
hope to get any of his wife's money, he dis- 
appeared 
About i two years ago it was 


learned that he had been seen in a Dela- 
ware town just beyond the Maryland 
border.

WE MAKE NO SECOND CHADEQOOM* 


Leaving aside the question of political 


morality, few people who have passed, a 
winter iu Washington will deny the 
charm of its society. 
Acknowledging 


all its faults, its crndoncss—narrow- 
ness, perhaps—and its lack of form, it 
must yet be acknowledged that it dif- 
fers from all other American society in 
tho fact that it is not founded on wealth. 
It is the only society which is really 
republican, though it has little resem- 
blance to the "Republican Court" of 
tho first Administration—tho only ono 
in America which lias a well-defint'.' 
basis. 
And that basis is public station, 


temporarily conferred, whether directly 
or indirectly, by tlie expressed wishes 
of fellowmcn. 
The holding of such 


public station necesviYily implies intelli 
gence, and thus it is intelligence, asdis- 
tmn-uished from 
lineage or 
wealth 


whTch is the fundamental basis 
in 


Washington society. 
Such a society 


docs not feel obliged to adopt ccrtait 
customs because it is reported atseconc 
hand that the-y are good form in London 
Its opinions arc robustly independent, 
its information is extensive, and it! 
subiect.3 of conversation are many anc 
varied. 
It is not to be imagined thaf 


such a society is well defined, or thai 
its rules arc clearly established—thougl 
it is true that tho "Etiquette of Socia 
Lite in Washington'1 has been most elab- 
orately formulated in a little pamphlet 
of which a fresh edition is perennially 
produced, and which is said to soil in 
great numbers. 
It is undoubtedly open 


to the criticism of being raw, to the 
same extent—but no more— that society 
in London is subservient and snobbish 
and in New i'ork illiterate and com- 
mercial 
Nothing can be more ridicu 


lous than tho public levees of tho Pres;. 
dent, where the doors are thrown open 
that every person in the street may on 
tcr them iu a crush, ind stand in f 
slowlv-moving procession lor two hours 
in order that during haif a minute o 
that time the Presidetit nny bo seen am 
his arm may be wrenched. 
But this is 


not peculiar to Washington alone. Such 
"public receptions'' are inflicted upon 
Presidents 
in 
all 
cities which tbej- 


visit. 
Hardly less incongruous are th 


Wednesday afternoon receptions of th< 
wives of Cabinet officers; when the- 
doors arc also thrown open and hundred, 
of strangers tramp through their parlor? 
"to pay tueir respects." Tho wives o 
Judges and Senators and Represent 
ativos have to endure tho same thing on 
other afternoons of the week. It ha. 
como to be considered as part of tho 
price of public station 
But "no mattei 


wnat office a man may hold, no one ma; 
come to his dinner table without an in 
vitation. 
And it is in dinners tha 


Washington society excels. 
Diplomats 


and travelers from every part of the 
world; men distinguished in politica 
life, on the Bench, and iu war; men o 
science and men of letters: women o 
intelligence and culture, with the nati v< 
grace and beauty for which American 
women are justly celebrated—there i 
no such wealth of choice in any othc 
American city, and there are no othe: 
dinner parties so entertaining as thosi 
of Washington. — Century,
